dom of press and freedom of 
speech are now pending judicial 
decisions. Kenneth Ballinger as 


_ attorney for the Florida Press As- 


sociation and for the Florida As- 
sociation of Broadcasters argued 
that the law prevents private citi- 
speaking 
their political sentiments as the 
constitution guarantees, and that 
ii restrains a newspaper publisher 
from the press freedom ` guaran- 
teed by both federal and state con- 
stitutions. Attorney General Rich- 
ard W. Ervin in defending the law 
says it does not abridge free 
speech or free pres, but is a valid 
exercise of the state's police power 
in curbing corrupt tendencies of 
those supporting candidates for of- 
fice.. In any event, both suits will 


” be appealed to the supreme court 


of Florida as soon as decisions are 
made by the circuit courts.

The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising.

As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined _ 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shal! be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interésted persons, ‘stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
-rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or: their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks- 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.” ;
